CALGARY STREET RAILWAY 

SCHEME 

Herald: Though the city commission- 
ers are not at present prepared to 
report to council on the street railway 
question, many phases of the aues- 
tion have been discussed and a lot of 
information compiled. 

For th? purpose of comparison, a 
line five and a half miles in length 
was figured on. Including everything 
necessary in the way of rails, poles, 
wiring, etc., and four cars, the cost of 


a line this length would be about 
390,000. This is for a single track 
line and wouid give a 30-minute car 
service. One mile of track and equip- 


ment costs about $20,000. 

Then there is the question of power. 
The cost of this would be about $20,- 
¢90, running the total cost of aline of 
this ‘length up to about $129,000. The 
power plant could be run in conjunc- 
tion with the electric light station, the 
street railway either putting in their 
own plant or having the power fur- 
nished by the additional plant in the 
electric power station. 
There is no way of figuring which 
could give an estimate of the revenue 
of a street railway. It is almost a 
certainty that it would not pay at first 
but how long it would run as a losing 
concern would in a measure depend on 
the service and progress of the city. 
There are two ways in which the 
track could be laid. One is two par- 
allel lines on the north and south sides 
of the track, and connected by a line 
across. This may be called the H. 
The other would be the same but with 
cross connections at the ends, *making 
a complete circuit of the city, and is 
referred to as the 8. 

Each plan has advantages. The H 
would not cost as much, but the & 
would no doubt provide a better ser- 
vice. So it will be up to the voice of 
the people to be heard as to what 
they want.

ALLEGED CRIMINAL IN CALGARY 

Calgary, Jan. 22._The Lattimer case, 
which will come up for trial this mern- 
ing, will be adjourned till tomorrow. 
Then one of the most ‘sensational cases 
that ever came before the western pub- 
lic will be held befere Chief Justice 
Sifton. x 

Lattimer came to Calgary in Nov- 
ember. About three weeks ago the 
State of Pennsylvania®> started pro- 
ceedings against him and he was ar- 
rested in Calgary un instructions 
from Montreal. When the arrest was 
made, Mr. Lattimer, who had estab- 
lished a fairly solid acquaintance in 
Calgary, announced that he was want- 
ed in the east as a witness. His bail 
bonds were signed by two prominent 
persons in Calgary, and he had estab- 
lished quite a firm connection here. 

Yesterday the two persons from Phil- 
adelphia arrived. They are not after 
the witness, but are after the man, 


who is wanted in Philadelphia on three 
serious charges. They are armed with 
an order for extradition, signed by the 
President of the United States, as the 
man who has been reported by the 
grand jury as guilty of charges men- 
tioned, namely, that of conspiracy, 
embezzlement, and obtaining money 
under false pretences. 

The case is one of the most inter- 
esting that has ever been heard in 
Calgary. There is romance, crime, in 


fact all manner of emotions in the 
calendar. It is said that there is in 
Calgary at the present time a lady 


who has been true to Lattimer for 
the last few years, who was steno- 
grapher to Lattimer when in Phila- 
delphia, who followed him to Eu- 
rope, who followed him to Calgary, 
whe is known now as Margaret Em- 
merson, and who is at the present time 
residing on one of the avenues of this 
city. 

The prosecution has the entire rec- 
ord of Lattimer. In eastern cities he 
is known in certain quarters as 


“Handsome Harry,’’ and has_ been 
through many an inieresting episode 
as ‘‘Hanisome Harry.’ In fact the 


man, Lattimer, if the case is 
true that is used ageinst him, has led a 
most interesting life, for in his few 
years of life, there has been charged 
up against him all the crimes that are 
distinctly American, such as bigamy, 
gambling in the more extreme form, 
and many other things. 

But that is the story of the pros- 
ecution. of Lattimer himself, it 
must be said that he is a very like- 
able fellow. with all the attractions 
and graces of an up-to-date Ameri-

Rio Janiero, Brazil, Jan. 23. — The 
Brazilian turret ship Acquididaban has 
been sunk at Port Jacarepagua, south 
of Rio Janiero, as the result of an 
explosion aboard. Three hundred of the 
crew perished and only one officer was 


Saved. 


Ottawa, Jan. 22.—-Canada’s aggret+ 
gate trade for the six months ending 
December 28th last shows an increase 
of $31,516,757 over the returns for the 
1904. The aggregate 
trade was $273,556,227, compared with 
$222,039,470 ; 
dutiable goods and free goods were 
$133,814,210 against $106,770,560; the 
exports were $140,213,846 an increase 
of $21,198,026, compired with the same 
six months of the previous year. In 


same time in 


the imports -including 


the Fisheries there w3s an increase of 
over two millions, in animals and 
their products of about four and a 
half miljions, while thera is «an in- 
crease of twelve million dollars in 
agriculture. Manufactures increased 
by over one million dollars and the 
output of ithe mine and forest wealth 
remained about the same as in the 
year previous. For the month of De- 
cember there was an increase of about 
three millions in imports and over two 
millions in exports.

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FUR MARKET SHOWS 
UNEXPECTED STRENGTH 


Prices Not as High as at Last Winter Sales, but Higher 
than was Anticipated. 


The first reports of the fur sales 
in London were received by McDougall 
& Secord this morning and bring the 
welcome news that the market has 
shown unexpected strength in the old 
country. Right up until the day be- 
fore the sales, advance information and 
trade reports ail predicted that the 
prices would be, if not the lowest re- 
corded, at least very low. The reports 
so far received, however, upset all cal- 
culations and prove the bear movement 
on the fur market has been unfounded. 

Prices are not as high as they were 
at this time last year, but they are 
much higher than was expected. 

The report of the Hudson’s Bay sales 
states that beaver are five per cent 
Jower than at the January sale of last 
year. Spring rats are selling at 50 per 
cent higher and fall and winter rats 
at 35 per cent higher. 

The Lampson report, sent out by 
Fraser, the New York agent of C. M. 
Lampson, puts beaver at the same as 
at this time last year. Lynx, which 
is the most important skin this year, 
as far as Edmonton is concerned, is 
quoted at 15 per cent lower than last 
March, and otter at ten per cent lower. 

Lampson, so far, has not made any 
quotations for rats or beaver. 

0. F. Monjo. the New York agent of 
Nesbitt ~ Co., whose sales take place 
in London on the 29th of this month 


sends out a report that beaver are sev- 
en per cent higher, muskrat 40 per 


per cent higher, lynx forty per cent 
higher and otter 2@ per cent higher 
than in October Isst. 

So far, McDougall & Secord are the 
only dealers who have had cables from 
their agents, either in London or in 
New York. Ross Bros. although not 
now in the fur business, still get re- 


ports, and will probably receive ad- 
vices from the cld country this after- 
noon. : 

The local agency of the McMillan Co. 
usually receives pretty extensive re- 
turns. Revillon Freres, although large 
buyers of furs in this country never 
ge onto the London market to sejl. as 
they manufacture and sell the goods 


out of their own stores in France. 


Consequently they are interested only 
in a general way in the outcome of 
the sales. They receive extensive re- 
ports from their own house, however, 
which usually give a very comprehen- 
Sive idea of the trend of the market. 
Their advance word so far received 
from the old country indicates that the 
prices, while not ag good as last year, 
are higher than was expected.

TREATMENT FOR SMUT AND 

SELECTION OF SEED GRAIN. 

(from a pamphiet, issued by Prof. 
Clarke, Dominion Seed Commissioner. 

The treatment with diluted forma- 
line has proved to be effective for 
both loose smut in oats and bunt{ in 
wheat, 


have been recommended. If it be 
practicable to fmmerse the seed for 
twenty or thirty minutes, one pound 
of formaline to forty gallons of water 
is sufficient to destWoy the vitality -of 
the spores ef either loose smut in oats 
or bunt tn wheat. When a large 
quantity of seed has to be treated or 
should it be neeessary at any time 
to adopt the method of sprinkling the 
grain and afterwards mixing the bulk 
thoroughly so that all the grains be 
well mpéstened by the solution, it is 
thought advisable to make the so- 
olution somewhat stronger, probably 
one pound (about one pint of forma- 
line--40 per cent solution of formal- 
dehyde) to twenty-five gallons ef wa- 
tex would give satisfactory results if 
the seed be well mixed after sprink- 
ling. Solutfons considerably stronger 
than this have been used) and are 
sometimes recommended. Nine ounces 
yr formuline to ten gallons of water— 
about one pint of the liquid to 18 1-2 
gallons of water—would seem to have 
the effect of appreciably lowering the 
percenthge vitality of the seed and 
in reducing the vital energy of the 
young pliant. In this respect the in- 
fluence of formpline is not dissimilar 
to that of bluestone, and it should 
be remem%ered that the stronger the 
solution in either case the greater 
injury to seed, and therpfore a larger 
Pmpunt of seed thus treated should 
|be used. After tren'tment with either 
| bluestone or fortmialine, it is weil to 
| have the seed dried and sown as early 
jas early as possible. Allowance should 
jalways be made for the swollen con- 
|dition of the seed.

| “1. That the copper sulphate, used 
lalone or with iron sulphate (as in 
lagricuiturhl bluescone) lowers the per- 
jcentage of vikality, corroborating 
| previous results. 
2. That the subsequent immersion 
lin lime-wakter of wheat treated with 
lcopper solution lessens the injurious 
leffectt of he latter ugon the vital- 
ity of the germ. 
| 3. That the iron sulphate, as in 
; previous experfments, as a rule does 
inot affect the vitality of the wheat.

AMENDMENTS SUGGESTED 

Following were the amendments to 
the liquor law asked by the temper- 
ance delegation which waited on Pre- 
mier Scott in Regina last week. 

— The opening of the bar at seven’ 
each morning and closing at seven 
each evening. At present the bars 
open at six in the morning and close 
at 11.30 at night. 

2 The closing of the bars during the 
2whole of election days. At present the 
bar is closed from the time the poll 
opens until it closes. 

3 The closing of the bar on holi- 
;days, namely Christmas day, and Good 
Friday. At present these holidays are 
observed as ordinary legal festival oc- 
casions. 

4 The prohibiting of the sale of liq- 
uor to persons under the age of 21 
years. At present the age is placed 
at 18, and the amendment has in view 
the removing of temptation to minors. 


5 None but males aged 21 years shall 
be permitted to sell liquor. At pres- 
ent barmaids are allowed, and youths 
are engaged to dispense liquors. 

6 The purchasing of liquors from 
persons not authorized to sell it, shall 
make the purchaser liable to a fine of 
$10 or ten days’ imprisonment; likewise 
the person who sells Shall be liable to 
the same penalty. 

7 Loitering in bar rooms or around 
bar rooms shall not be allowed in the 
case of youths under 21 years of age. 
The same penaity is asked to apply 
asin the preceding amendment; 

8 In addition to those already au- 
| thorized to interdict a man there shall 
be allowed the privilege to a son or 
daughter, if they are above 18 years 
of age; 

9 Leaving the matter of local op- 
tion to the municipality instead of to 
the license district, and the making of 
the majority vote rule instead of the 
two-thirds vote as at present. If such 
an amendment were made now, oue 
town in the license list would be al- 
| lowed to pass local option without the 
whole district doing so;
